and among(t his Churthes, and his Cho- 
ſen ; he can Break and Bind up, Wound 
and Heal, Kill and make Alive again ;

at which the Prieſts began to Rage, and 
prepare War, becauſe many refuſed to 
put into their Mouths, and could Bay 
their Merchandize no more, receiving 
the Invitation that was free; Come, buy 
Wine and Milk, withoyt Money and without 
Price : It was a glorious Time indeed ; 
and by the plenteous Preaching of the 
Goſpel, the Lord opened many Hearts 
to receive it, as he did the Heart of Ly- 
diz of old, and the Word of God grew in 
our Hearts, that had received it in Love; 
and the Lord opened my Mouth, and 
rouched my TI ongue as with a Live Coal 
from his Altar, that I might teſtifie to 
that 1i-ora of Life, that Converts the Heart, 
and gives Underſtanding to the Simple : 
In this Time was he very Helpful, and 
ot great 3crvice to me ;, being always rea- 
dy to lend an Hand of Help to weak ones, 
to promote every good Word and Work. 

About that time, I with my Cou- 
fin, Elizabeth Hodſon, went to vilit 
Friends in ſome parts of Torkſpire, and 
he brought us on our way as far as a 4 
eJ,

William Elli, and ſome others, were Con- 
vinced ; there he left us, and we travelled 
ſome Weeks in that County, and had 
good Service for Truth ; and returned, 
Truth proſpering, and Zeal and Ferveu- 
cy for it in our Hearts encreaſed. 

About this time the Lord raiſed a Con- 
cern of Love in ourHearts,cach to other,re- 
lating to Marriage ; In which Concern, we 


_ felt the Lord's ſpecial Hand to order vs: 


It continued betwixt us for the fpace of 
five Years; we never Created Opportu- 
nities to diſcourſe it, nor any Journey on 
purpoſe was made about it, during that 
Time ; yet in the Way of Providence we 
met together ſometimes, in which we had 
ſome Diſcourſe, the Lord ſtill eviden- 


- Cing to us his good Pleaſure therein; in 


which time we laboured in our reſpective 
Gifts in the Work of the Mzniftry, being 
truly united in Spirit, and daily ſenſible 
of one another*s Exerciſes; though much 
abſent one from another outwardly, he 
being concerned in Travels, in the La- 
bour of the Goſpel ; though much a Pri- 
ſoner, yet the Lord made way for the 
Work's fake, that he travelled in many 
Parts of this Nation, both YVorth and 
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South ; as alſo through the Nation of Ire- 
land, where he took Sickneſs, which was 
then ſome Exerciſc to me, being at ſuch 
a diſtance, but the Lord ſhewed me that 
at-that time he ſhould not Dye; and 
( bleſſed be the Lord ) he returned well, 
with the Reward of his Labours, Peacc 
and Satisfation. 

After that, he ſtayed awhile,and viſited 
the Churches up and down in England, 
where the Lord wonderfully bleſſed his 
Labours, many were convinced, and turn- 
ed to Chriſt Jeſus their Teacher ; and the 
Convinced were {trengthned and built-up 
together in that moſt holy Faith, which 
gives Victory over the World ; and when 
clear of theſe Services here, he went up 
to Loadoato the Tearly-Meeting, and found 
drawings for Hollandand Germany; which 
after the Tearl;. Meeting was over, he 
faithfully anſwered, together with Roger 
Longworth his Companion at that time ; 
the Lord greatly bleſſed his Labovrs, 
and made them effeCtual to many; the 
ſame time I was at London with him, - at 
the Tearly-Meeting, where we were Ie» 
freſhed together, being devoted to the 
Work and Service of God, which the 
Lord blef:d, and us in it.

Warrel, "travelled from London weſtward, 
through ſeveral Counties ; as, Hampſpire, 
Dorſetſbire, Devonſhire, as far as Ply- 
mouth, ſo back to Briſtol, and home- 
ward: The Lord was with us, and blel- 
{ed our Labours, and we return'd in Peace. 

Afﬀeer our return Home, my dear 
Friend returned back from Holland that 
Winter; and about this time the Lord 
gave us to underftand our Concern of 
Marriage was near to be accompliſhed 
betwixt us, in which we had regard to 
the Lord's Hand and Counſel: It was 
complcated the Spring following, the6th 
Day of the 3d Month, 1682. before ma- 
ny faithful Friends, and others; the Lord's 
glorious Preſence and Power was with 
us, as a Crown upon his Ordinance : And 
as we had evidence in our - ſelves of the 
Lord's hand with us, guiding us in that 
Afﬀair ; ſo the Lord raiſed up his Teſtimo- 
ny 1n the Word of Life in others. , And, I 
may further ſay, The Lord who joyned us 
together, bleſſed Us whea together, fo 
that we lived in great Love and Peace, 
14 Years and five Days, in which time we 
were never ftrairned one towards .ano- 
ther, always of one. Heart, and of one 
Mind, purely knit together in the Co- 
4 venant 
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venant of Life, ſo that the Grave hath 
not broken our Fellowſhip, it goes be- 
yond the Grave, where we can enjoy the 
Spirits of the Juſt ; the Separation that 
15 made, 1s only of Bodies, not of Spirits, 
Praiſes to God therefore, 

My dear Husband, as he was a faith- 
ful Man, fo- was he a growing Man, 
doubled his Talents, and encreaſed his 
Gifts, both as a Miniſter, and as a Help 
ia Government in the Church; who be- 
ing very” Skilful, and Wiſe therein, et- 
'tled many Aﬀairs comfortably in the 
Church, not only in our own County, 
but Neighbouring Counties: I may fay 
of him, He was wholly redeemed from 
the World, alrogether the Lord's, 1n all 
Reſpects given up to him; I ſaw his 
Growth daily, and ſometime rejoyced in 
It, yet in my Joy there was ſome Hea- 
vineſs, looking he was nigh the PerfeCti- 
on of his Giits, and in: a little time muſt 
go to his Rewards. The ſence of this 
came upon me with Sorrow, when he 
was laſt in Holland, which occaſioned 
me to turn over all Aﬀairs, to ſee whe- 
ther i had given the Lord occalion to 
withdraw ſo great a Blefling from me ; 
but, blefied be the Lord, I found all 
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Concerning her Hugband, 
Accounts ſtraight, and no Rebuke upon 
my Spirit we way, having always gi- 
ven him to the Lord, according to that 
Promiſe I made before I took him by 
the Hand, before ſo many Witneſſes; 
which was, To give him to the Lord, as 
fan he, lived ; which the great Lord, 

re whom only I promited, helped 
me to the performance of, ſo that my 
Heart was never {trait there, through 
our time; and I may further ſay, as 
freely as I gave, ſo freely was I given 
to the Lord; my dear Husband often 
expreſſing his great Love to me, above 
all Viſibles, as che beſt of enjoyment he 
had in this World ; yet would fay, I was 
not too dear to giveupto lerve the Truth, 
becauſe in it, I was made a Bleſſing to 
him, more comfortable every Day than 
other; he would often expreſs it, and 
truly ſo was he to me, every Day, every 
Way, and inevery Reſpe&t; no Tongue 
nor Pen can relate the full of that Com- 
fort and Joy we had in God, and one in 
another ; Yet we find ſuch hath been the 
Pleafure of God concerning them he 
hath loved, to try them in the moſt near 
and dear Enjoyments, that it might be 
manifeſt he was loved above -. 
tnat 
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that no Gift, or Gifts, may be preferred 
above the Giver ; but that he may be 
all in all, and over all,, who is, and is to 
come, God bleſſed for ever and ever. 
And truly there hath been great Care and 
Watchfulneſs, ons over another, and 
over our own Spirits, to ſee that our 
Love, though great, was bounded and 
kept within its Compaſs, the Truth be- 
10g its Original, the A/phs and Omega al- 
ſo: Although it hath been the Pleaſure 
of God to try me, in the removal of ſo 
great a Bleſſing from me ; ſure it is, that 
I may be the more inward to him, and 
have his Love elways in my Remem- 
brance, who gives, and takes away, and 
in all, Bleſs his Name. My Soul travels 


that I may always follow his footſteps, 


of Self-denial, in all things, that I may 
finiſh my Courſe in this World, to the 
Glory of God, as he did, and have my 
part in that Manſion of Glory with him, 
eternal in the Heavens; though it be my 
Lot to ſtay for a time in this. World of 
Troubles, yet I have hope in Immortality 
and Eternal Bleſſedneſs, when time ia this 
World {hall be no more.

My. dear Husband was a Man very 
Laborijous in his time; though he had 
ſeveral long weak Fits of Feavers and 
Agues, yet when a little well, regard- 
ed the Lord's Buſineſs above all : Be- 
ſides his Travels about. home, and here 
in Exg/end, he travelled through Scotland, 
and twice in Holland: and Gormazy, ſince 
we were Married ;/ and had great 'Ser- 
vices for. the Lord'.in. many Places, as 
I doubt . not. but Accounts may be gis 
ven, and through I » for two Years 
laſt had his Health well, and is gather- 
ed to his place, 'like a Shock of Corn 
in its due Seaſon, and reſts with the Lord 
for ever. 

I have ſometimes conſidered the ſud- 
denneſs and manner of his Removal; 
although it was ordered by Providence, 
chat T was far remote at that Time, in 
in the Service ' of Truth, which was 
with his free Conſent and Approbation, 
being brought on my Way by him, fo 
far as Talk-Hill in Staffordſhire, where 
we parted in great Love and Sweetneſs, 
the Glory of the Lord reſting upon our 
Spirits; in which, Breathings aſcended 
up to the Lord for each other: And 
though I ſaw not his going on 
avec 
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have ſeen in what he went, that it was 
full of Zeal and Fervency in the Love of 
God, and Life of Righteouſneſs. 

So in pure Submiſſion to the Will of 
God, I conclude this ſhort, but true 
Relation, of my Worthy Dear Hus- 
band, whoſe Name and Memorial is bleſ- 
ſed,and willlive, and beof a ſweet Savour 
in the Hearts of the Righteous through 
Apes: Tam Truths Friend, and a well- 
wither to the Souls of all People,

of our Uncleannels, when we were un- 
worthy of the leaſt of his Mercies ; Oh ! 
then was his Arm revealed for our Help, 
Redemption and Salvation; a Work of 
ſo great Kindneſs as ought ever to be had 
in Wetadroten, in that neither we, nor 
any of the Children of Men,can ſufficient- 
ly fet forth ſo great a Favour ; the Con- 
cern is of great Moment, the only begot- 
ten Sog of God laid down his Life to ef- 
fet it; We Travel in our ſeveral Mea- 
ſures, that we, and all the Lord's gather- 
cd People, may ever dwell in a Worthi- 
neſs, that we may be in the Lords hand, 
Inſtruments 
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inſtruments to work the appointed work 
of our Day : And under this tender ſenſe, 
we found our Hearts open to give the 
Salutation of unſeigned Love to all our 
dear Friends, where. thele may come, 
with this brotherly Exhortation, That you 
may all ſtir up one another to the Duty 
you owe unto the Lord; that as a Church 
and People of our God's peculiar gather. 
ing, you, and we, may be prc:iented 
to him without Spot or Wrinkle. And 
dear Brethren, the dealings of the Lord 
with- his Inſtruments, and faithful Ser- 
vants, and the removing of them from 
us, hath conſiderable Weight upon our 
Spirits, and raiſeth a- holy Defire in us, 
that we, and you, may not abate, but 
encreaſe our Zeal, Diligence and Labour, 
that the Lords good Work begun, may 
not ſtop, but go on and proſper, and that 
the great Lord of the Harvelt may never 
want faithful Workmen. 

Next » hereunto, O- Reader, We re- 
commend to thy peruſal, this following

Firſt, . As touching the, manner of his 
Lite, we having ſeveral of us known 
(and 
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Concerning Roger Haydock. 
(and converſed with) him from the 
time of his Convincement, can fay of it, 
His Converſation was without Covetouſ- 
neſs, of Self-denial he was a good Pat- 
tern, in Habit Plain, in Meats and Drinks 
very Temperate, and in his Aﬀtions and 
Concerns Careful, that what he did 
might anſwer the better Part in all,, and 
juſtly offend 'none; Walking ( he would 
often ſay) he preferred before Talking, 
and laboured 'that others might walk as 
they had Chriſt for an Example. 


Seconaly, As to his Miniſtry (though 
we need lay little, becauſe it was known 
in moſt places where theſe may come) 
We have from good Experience this Ac- 
count to give, That he pzeached the Go- 
{pel freely, both in this and other Nat1- 
ons, always poſſefſed with a--Care that 
Lite and Vertue might put him forth, 
and manifeſt him to his Auditors; very 
weighty and deep things did often drop- 
from his Mouth; and although he had 
ſometimes ſharp Arrows to ſhoot at Ba- 
bylon, and againſt all Hypocrites and Dou» 
ble-Minded, yet many times a Living 
Sweet Conſolating Stream was conveyed 
through him, to water the tender _— 
an 
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and very often a Morſel to the Poor.and 
Needy. Very tender and kind to his Fel- 
low-Labourers ; yea, to the leaſt Child, 
that from a right Concern opened a 
Mouth for the Lord; and for the ſakes of 
ſuch, did many times fit whole Meetings 
through in Silence, very kind in that Re- 
ſpe&t to Strangers ; yea, ſuch was the 
Care of this-good Man, that Friends 
might truly-reap benefit in their Meetings, 
that in many of our Week-day Meet- 
ings he uſed to wait amongſt us 1n Silence, 
that none might too much depend upon 
Words, , or be ſurfeited through the mul- 
titude-thereof ; And when at any time 
he had upon him .a Concern to viſit 
Churches in remote Parts, his manner 
was to lay befgre, and wait for the Con- 
currence of this our Meeting, which ma- 
ny times occaſioned a weighty Senſe of 
his Service to ſpring among us. Many 
were convinced by him: We have not 
heard of any of his Travels, but ſome 
became Seals of his Miniſtry ; 1a all this, 

as he did, ſo do we, attribute the Glory 

to God, whoſe choſen Veſſel he was. 


Thirdly, As this our ſaid Friend was 


called to Believe, and to Receive, a __

of the Miniſtry,” ſo did he joyfully em- 
brace Sufferings, as a part of his Calling, 
and on the account thereof; we, ſeveral 
of us, having been his fellow-Priſoners, 
can with much” certainty Teſtifie, that 
he neyer turned his back, or gave ground 
to Truth's Adverſaries in his Teſtimony, 
bur chearfully ſuffered Bonds,” as well as 
Spoil of Goods, as the Lord permitted 
him to be tryed therein: We can further 
add, that all his Sufferings he underwent 
with great — as well as Pati- 
ence, the Lord's hand alone without 'Car- 
nal Contrivance,, being ay regarded, 
eyed, and depended on, for his Enlarge» 
ment, ſothat he was made to Triumph in 
the Lord for his Deliverance. 


Fourthly, The next part in which he 
was evidently manifeſted to us, 'to be a 
Workman who needed not to be aſha- 
med, was his ſingular Care and watchful- 
neſs over the Flock of God, amongſt 
whom he was not only a good - Apoltle, 
a Miniſter of the Spirit, but a careful

And 
truly the Lord's Preſence: and Power ap- 
peared with, and ſo enabled him, «hat 
he not only clear'd up thoſe Truths, 
clouded through their Envy, but ſo ma- 
niteftly returned their Charges upon 
mer" Aon that ſame were Convinced 
by thoſe opportunities, and' ſeveral Con- 
firmed : In all which, he: behaved him- 
ſelf as a Man for God, The Remem- 
brance whereof is very {weet to man 
of us, to this moment. And-indeed all 
along to his end, he forgot not his Fa- 
therly Care over us; ſo that above many 
others, we are really indebted to his Me- 
mory, who hath been. greatly Service- 
able to us, and hath'done Valiantly. 
His Travels have been conſiderable,

After the Meeting, I went that Even- 
ing with ſome Friends-to Croton, being 
about a Mile diftant trom:the place where 
the Meeting was; where a Friend, late 
one-of 7, B's Hearers, did a =

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That FJ. B. raged ſore. againſt the Quakers. 
I replied to the Friend, It was the manner 
of ſome Prieſts /o to do, where Trath ſpreads, 
and where ſuch 4s had been their Followers 
were convinced, and turned from them. The 
Friend did farther acquaint me, That F. 
B, railed in his Sermons againſt the Qua- 
kers, charging them to be led by the ſpirit 
of Antichriſt ; and that it was the ſpirit of 
Antichriſt they direfted People ro; or words 
to this purpole; and that ſome who heard him, 
being diſſatisfied therewith, did afterward ſpeak 
of it ; and John Barber being ſpoken #0, he 
did aſſert it again, and challenged to make it 
out againſt any Quaker that would meet him 
before a Congregation of. People. After Thad 
heard the Frieza,T ipoke ſomething to him, 
as not to mind what the Przeſt ſaid; for I 
hoped he,and the reſt,who were convinced 
of the Truth, were fatished the Prieſ*s 
Charge was falſe : He faid, He was ſatis-

But if F.C. did believe that S. E. had 
no Authority. from God concerning that 
mitter, Why then did not he prove S. E. 
and manifeſt him upon Trial? Thar fure 
was too hard —_ for F. C. to go,becauſe 
his Crutch,. viz. his Notes, would have 
done him little ſervice in that Exercife : 
And 
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And may LI not conclude. that J. C's 
Futh failed him 4n that way of Tri- 
al ! F 
But yet J.C.-would lay all at the Qua- 
kers Door, as that they deviſed thu for a 
Cover of their Nakedneſs and Hypocriſte, ha- 
wving ( as he ſaith ) »o other way. to. evade 
his Arguments, heing rationally and unan- 
ſwerably proves to be ſuch as Paul deſcribes, 
making their. Belly thetr God, "Fowhich 1 
fay, 7. C's Diſingenuity doth much ap- 
pear 1n this matter ; Truth needs no de- 
viſed Shifts for a Cover ; it can appear 
with open Face : The Quakers (as I faid 
before ) were cleared from this wicked 
Charge, and FJ. Cs Nakednels, was laid 
open, and his Hypocriſie made; manifeſt 
at the Diſpute, as hereafter I ſhall mdke 
appear. Bur is not this a deviſed Shift 
of F. C*s, to Cover his Nakedoels. and 
Hypocriſfie witha], who was proved a 
Lyar and Deceiver at rhe Diſpute ? Yet 
would he perſwade his Reader, 7 hat, be- 
cauſe 4 Quaker challeyged to Faſt with him 
( for the Trial of his Faith, and of his 
God, that .it might. appear. by . Faſt- 
ing, &c.) (as wellas that it had been 
made manifeſt by Words, viz. by-Dtr- 
ſputation, that the Qzafers did not ___.

ing ſoever he may be thereof, though he. 
hath called us Cheats and: Impoſtors. very: 
undeſervedly ) and venture their* Souls 

with him, and believe his'Lyes, Slanders,” | 
and  Tmpious Charges,” againſt the Peo-. 
ple called Quakers, rather than rhe Truth; 
T ſhall 'not fay as Y. C: doth, Le oben: 
But earneſtly deſire that they may. Re- 
turn, Repent and Live,-and.alſo walkin 
*rhe Light ; which if they do, Peace will 
be upon them : But it they do not, T'has' 
ving put Pen to Paper rightly to infore?

' F have hitherto examined what Y. 'C. 
hath related concerning! the Proof 'of his 
Charges againſt the' Quakers, and ſignifi 
ed how many of the ſeven Charges, in 
his recited Paper of Charge, he aflayed 
to prove, which were only two; the 
other five he makes nd mention'ot in his 
Relation, neither at- that time would he Þ 
aſſay ' the Proof thereof, though he had j 
_ to prove every one of them: 

ut he vainly ſuppoſing my Charge a- 
oainft him, viz, That he was a Lyar and

he was, for being at a Religious Meet- 
ing, committed to Lancaſter Goal, and 
kept Priſoner till the 26th, of the 3d 
Month, 1684. 'then ſet at Liberty. 

The 24th of the 5th Month, 1684. 
he was, by the Lord's Aſſiſtance, Ser- 
viceable to Friends in Stafforaſbire, and 
returncd to Warrington very Sick, which 
proved-a Fever, which continued twent 
Days; and the weakneſs that followed, 
forced him-to keep home till the 28th of 
the 7th Month following: Then he 
paſl'd Northward, and vilited Friends 
Mectings to and again, and returned back : 
And the xoth of the 1oth Month follow- 
ing, was at the Burying of his Mother. 
The 29th of the ſaid 1oth Month, he 
was by the Conſtables of Warrington, 
John Taylor and William Carter, appre- 
hended and brought to Laycaſter Goal ; 
and at the Afſizes brought twice before 
Judge Arkins, and. continued Priſoner 
until the 19th of the firſt Month, 1686, 
at which time, he and ſeveral other 


Friends were by the King's Pardon re- 
leaſed : 
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leaſed : So that from the 29th of the roth 
Month, 1684. to the 19th of the firſt 
Month, 1686. he was a Priſoner. -In 
the 2d Month following he ſpoke to the 
Earl of Darby, about Friends Sufferings 
in the Ie of Man, who was moderate 
towards the ſaid Friends, and then took 
his Journey to viſit the Meetings along 
the ſeveral Counties, through Males to

to London to the Yearly Meeting ; af- 
terwards by Colcheiter to Harwich, where

And thus have I abreviated the Journal 
ofmy Fellow-labourer in the Goſpel, and 
dear Brother according to the Spirit, 
and Brother alſo according to the Fleſh ; 
whoſe Unity and Fellowſhip in the Light 
was Precious, _ of one Mind in 
things relating to Truth, and the Diſ- 
cipline in the Church of Chriſt ; as alſo, 
of the. Doctrine and Precept of Chriſt, 
being /joyned in the Truth, which is but 
one, and bound up together in the Bond 
of Life and Love in our Souls, to-be 
one, and in the one Eternal Spirit, and 
Light of Life,” together fealed : And 
although he be removed from the Houſe 
of Clay or Duſt, which moved. to and 
fro in the Counties, Iſlands, Countries 
and Kingdoms here below, wherein he 
r of bore 
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bore a+ifaithful Tefttmony to the Light, 
the Truth, the Life manifeit- wichingin 
which he was {upported and carried along 
in that weighty” Work and Service in his 
Day, yet the Fruitsof-his Labours and 
Travels ſhew torth thePraite of God ; and 
his Faithfulneſs, Uprightnets and Zeal, 
to God and his: Truth, 1s ſealed in many 
Hearts by the Spirit of Chritt, From the 
time of h1s Cornvincement, to the "time 
he was fir{t moved by the Spirit of God 
to viſit the ' Churches of Chriſt, and 
Children oi! Light, - was tour Years ;'\i 
which time Sufterings by Imprifonment 
he paſſed through, »being young : ' Our 
Father's Geparture- the roth of the'7th 
Moath, 1670. and burial the v2th of 
the ſame ;. and | other hard” Exerciſes 
which he palt through, ' I at that” time 
being in Jre/azd, . in the labour: of -the 
Goſpel, had but'fmall part thoreof. From 
the firlt of his: goings abroad in the 
Work of the Minittry,” to the time” of 
tis departure from hence, was'twenty 
four Years and a half; in which time,not 
withitanding his Imprifonment, Sickneſs, 
and Weakneſs: of : Body and Family, he 
travelled by Sea, and by Land, by Com- 
putatzon, 4 hirty 'Two Thoutand Seven 
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Hundred, Twenty Seven Miles, ;' and 
miniſtred in Two Thouſand Six Hun- 
dred'* and Nine Mectings or Churches, 
#s his Journal plainly makes appear, 
which he writ down with | his own 
hand from Day to Day, Weekly, Monrh- 
Wand Yearly, to that very Day he was 
viſited, which was the, gth day of the 
34 "Month, '1696. as aforeſaid : , And 
now ' having finiſhed the Account (I 
give?) taken out of the Manuſcript of 
his Sufferings, Travels, Services and 
Zeal, as aforeſaid, add. this forthyr Ac- 
count. _— 

This my Frjend,' departed, was my 
younger Brother, begor ' by one Father, 
and brought forth'by one Mother, and 
Born in'Coppul, in the Soath part of Lay- 
caſyire, brought up, whilſt a Child,” at 
Sehool, and had ſome Learning ; who, 
whilſt a Schollar, had an Exerciſe of 
Mind by the in-workings. of the. Light; 
but at that time attained not to . the 
Knowledge of that good Spirit of God 
in his Heart, which' was then at work 
in him; ſo that after it pleaſed God the 
Father, in the 7th Month, 1667. to 
viſit me by his Light in the inwards 
of my Heart, by which he powerfully 
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work'd in me, until. my Will was 
brought down, and ſubjeed to the 
Will of God, and my Heart fo fitted, 
that in it I ſaw Chriſt the Light, and 
Word of Eternal Life, and believed : 
Aﬀter this, my ſaid Brother coming to 
my Father's Houſe, was by our Mother 
put on to Diſcourſe with me, ſhe being 
a Profeffor, and inclined to the Presby- 
zteriay Way, but _y he was put to 
Silence, and confounded; fo that being 
Bone from me, in private, our Mother 
laming him becauſe he fo quickly let 
me alone and left me, ſaid to her, *T's 
Truth, I dare not ſay againfi it : Thus 
what had before work'd 1a him whilſt 
a Schollar, to wit, the Light and Lite 
of God, work*d now to powerfully and 
efteQtually in him, until he came to'the 
Viſion and work of it, even Life Eter- 
nal revealed in his Heart, and ſo in 
God believed, and became a faithful and 
true Witneſs (to the Eternal Life, which 
zs tbe true Light that lighteth every Man ) 
both in Sufferings by Impriſonments and 
Loſs of Goods, which he never ſhunned, 
neither ſought out an eafier way, than 
that! of the Croſs, continued Travel, 
Þove-Services and Charity; he was 
£Pþ pR6Es DO | __ greatly 
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greatly concerned in Watchfulnefſs far 
the Wellfare and Peace ot God's Peo- 

le; He was found in the Faith, of a 
Marneleſs Converſation, Inſtrumental in 
turning many to Chriſt, Zealous for Im- 
provement of Church Diſcipline, that 
all Superfluities might be at an end ; 
and fo the Church and Family of God 
appearing in brightneſs, might occaſion 
many eyes to look after that God that 
lives for ever and ever. | 

And: although he was not the firſt 
that laboured, through the Heat of Per- 
ſecution, yet in his time he ſtood faith» 
ful in thoſe Trials he met with; He 
had a great eſteem of ſuch as were in 
Chriſt before him, and never grudged 
to let ſuch have the Preferrence; always 
eſteeming Elders that ruled well, wor- 
thy of double Honour ; but if any ſought 
themſelves, or their own Repute, more 
than the Repute of Truth, this grieved 
him; but he having learned to bear, 
oftentimes left. the remainder to God, 
who opened his Way : He had fome- 
times oppolite Spirits to deal with, and 
ſuch as were. not willing to be yoaked 
with the Yoik of Chrift, who were 
for Liberty and Eaſe to che Fleſh; Yet, 

under 
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undet a feeming tenderneſs, at tines 
would Nip the tender Buds: However, 
the Lord ſtood by him and helped 
him, ſo that his 'Teſtimony ſhined+ to 
the end, and the Remembrance there- 
of lives: O! how precious was that 
Spring of Love and Life that ”"ar6fe 
in him when the Rubiſh was digged 
through; * and the Phi/itine's Nature di- 
vided, and the WelPs' Mouth opened ;; 
furcly he was one' that made ufe 'of 
his Staff, and leaned upon it, and 
digged with it until Water flowed 
forth, to the Watering the Flocks of 
God, tothe Melting of many Hearts. 
My Unity with him rfiany a time was 
fealed' in my Heart, by the ReſurreRti- 
cn of Eternal Life; His Life was Chriſt 
my Lite: Our Life, Chriſt, ariſing in 
us,:'made us manifeſt one to another, 
in the warming Beams of his Glory, 
tobe one in Chriſt, - He 1s gone awey, 
and left the Tabernacle below, and is 
entred the Tabernacle- above, having 
already - ceaſed from his Labours, to 
enjoy the' Perfettion of Peace and Gl6- 
ry for ever and ever, I yet remain'to 
to fulfil 'what is behind in the Taber- 
nacle below, waiting for my paſſage 
rom 
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' from hence, which T hope God the 


Father will make eafie to me in the 
time appointed, and give me fully to 
enter the Tabernacle- above, © to enjoy 
the Perfetion-of Peace and Glory, and 
my Brother therein, with the Saings and 
Angels of Light for everand ever, *

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POSTSCRIPT: 


Y Brother, about 1674, or 1675, 

being at a Meeting at Freck/eton 
in the Fj/de, in Lancaſhire, was appre- 
hended and brought to Preſto, before 
Edward Rigby, called Juſtice, who treat- 
ed him very Roughly, and gave him 
many opprobrious Speeches, calling him, 
and one taken with him, Traytors, &c. 
and fined him 20 /, for Preaching. This 
ſaid Rigby endeavoured to lay the Fine 
upon the Hearers; but my Brother told 
him, he had Goods of his own, better 
than 20 /. and therefore none ought to 
be impoſed upon becauſe of his Fine ; 
Rigby 1aid he would have them. 

Several Years after, this ſame Roeby, 
with others, was, in King James's time, 
apprehended and ſent from Preſton to 
Cheſter, by Warrington ; at which place, 
neither at Inn-houſes ( many Soldiers be- 
ing in Town) nor at private Houſes, 
could they get Entertainment, until my 
Brother took this Rzzby, and ſome others 
of 
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of them into his Houſe, then other private 
Perſons gave Entertainment to the reſt. 
After this my Brother did go to Cheſter, 
and in Priſon there, did viſit this Rzgby 
and the reſt; fo that after they were 
releaſed, upon their return, this Rz2by 
o_ an Account how kind a Quaker 
ad been, in giving him Entertainment, 
and Viſiting him, &c. in Priſon, whom 
he formerly had been .ſo Unkind unto, + 
and dealt ſo Unchriſtianly ' with : So 
that this my Brothers Hoſpitality to him 
( who exerciſed Cruelty when he had 
Power) in the time of his Diſtreſs, did 
demonſtrate my Brother to be a true 
Follower of Chriſt, and one that had 
learned to do Good, and to extend Cha- 
rity to ſuch as had been Evil-minded, 
and greatly made their Cruelty manifeſt. 
This Account I received from Friends,
